Rhubarb 

Culture. — This  plant  is  mostly  propagated  by  division  of  the  roots. 
The  best  time  to  set  out  the  plants  is  early  in  the  Spring,  although 
it  is  sometimes  done  in  Autumn.  Make  furrows  of  good  depth, 
3 t@  4 leet  apart,  according  to  the  variety  planted;  across  these 
furrews,  at  right  angles,  make  others  the  same  distance  apart;  at 
each  intersection  put  three  or  'four  shovelfuls  of  good  manure,  and 
upon  this  set  the  plants.  Any  good  soil  will  suit  Rhubarb;  but  to 
obtain  heavy  orops,  good  soil  well  manured  is  indispensable.  A 
piece  of  root  with  a single  bud,  or  eye,  is  enough  for  each  hill.  Cul- 
tivate during  Summer,  but  do  not  pull  any  stalks  the  first  year. 
Late  ih  Autumn  cover  each  plant  with  a good  shovelful  of  manure, 
and  plough  a furrow  against  each  side  of  the  rows;  this  protection 
will  assist  the  earliness  of  the  crop.  In  early  Spring  level  the  ground 
working  in  the  manure  with  a fork.  Plants  can  be  obtained  from 
seed,  which  may  be  sown  in  a hotbed  in  March,  and  the  plants  set 
out  about  the  middle  of  May.  'It  takes  longer,  however,  to  obtain 
a crop  from  seedling  plants  than  from  roots.

Set  the  plants  out  in  open  ground,  not  earlier 
than  the  last  week  in  May  or  first  week  in 
June.  Being  very  tender  they  will  not  bear  the 
least  frost.  Choose  a light,  sandy,  or  gravelly 
loam,  in  a wTell-sheltered  situation,  and  with  a 
southern  exposure  if  possible,  as  early  fruit  is 
desirable.  In  sach  a location  the  plants  may  be 
set  about  four  feet  apart  each  way,  using  a large 
shovelful  of  well-rotted  manure  in  each  hill.  On 
rich  soils  but  little,  if  any,  manure  is  necessary; 
and  the  plants  will  need  to  stand  about  six  feet 
apart  each  way.

It  is  a strong  growing  grass  and  generally  crowds  out  the  others  in  a few  years, 
which  is  desirable  for  it  possesses  more  good  qualities  than  any  other  which  can 
enter  into  a mixture.  It  makes  a good,  firm  sod,  and  is  particularly  suited  for 
turfing  the  slopes  of  terraces  and  embankments  where  the  soil  is  good.

Alfalfa  succeeds 
best  if  planted  in  late  Summer  and  should  be  sown  as  far 
as  possible  in  advance  of  what  promises  to  be  the  most 
trying  time  for  seedlings.  Seed  should  be  covered  from 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  to  one  inch  deep.  Inoculation 
is  one  of  the  most  favorable  methods  of  securing  a stand.

RED  CLOVER  (Trifolium  pratense).  The  principal  legu- 
minous crop  the  country  over,  it  being  used  for  both  hay 
and  pasture.  It  can  profitably  be  used  as  a soil  improver, 
because  of  its  ability  to  build  up  the  supply  of  nitrogen 
in  the  soil  through  the  bacteria  which  live  on  its  roots.

Select  a clear,  calm 
day  for  sowing.  Scatter  the  seed  across  the  field  in  both  directions  to  secure  a more  even  distribution.  Use  a Cahoon 
Seeder  if  sowing  large  areas.

Plant  Asters  that  you  may  have  cut  flowers  of  delicate  shades  in  profusion  when  the  garden  is  usually 
a riot  of  yellows  and  scarlets.  Fall  is  the  time  when  one  appreciates  such  tints  most.  By  good  cultivation 
long  stems  and  fine  large  flowers  can  be  had  in  abundance. 

It  is  well  to  obtain  your  seed  early  and  start  it  in  a hotbed  in  February  or  March  that  the  seedlings 
may  be  transplanted  at  least  once  before  setting  in  the  open  in  May.  Sow  thinly  in  unfertilized  soil  in 
preference  to  rich  compost.  Cover  lightly,  water  freely,  and  keep  somewhat  shaded  at  first,  allowing  free 
exposure  to  light  and  air  when  well  started  to  produce  sturdy  plants  that  are  the  least  subject  to  damping 
off  and  other  diseases. 

In  the  garden,  place  in  rows  15  inches  to  2 feet  apart  and  from  12  to  15  inches  between  the  plants  in 
accordance  with  the  needs  of  the  various  types  and  varieties,  and  quantity  to  be  set. 

By  this  method  plants  can  be  had  that  will  bloom  during  the  longest  possible  season,  but  it  is  not  to 
be  supposed  that  good  results  cannot  be  had  from  planting  seed  directly  in  the  open  during  April  and  early 
May  as  many  flower-lovers  will  testify.

Zinnias  are  indispensable  annuals  that  are  most 
popular  as  they  can  be  grown  universally  with  every 
assurance  of  success.

Hints  on  Transplanting 

1.  Do  not  allow  roots  to  be  exposed  to  the  sun,  drying  winds, 
or  frost. 

2.  Prune,  with  a sharp,  clean  cut,  any  broken  or  injured  roots. 

3.  Have  the  holes  dug  large  enough  to  admit  all  the  roots 
without  cramping. 

4.  Plant  in  fine  loam,  enriched  with  thoroughly  decomposed 
manure. 

5.  Do  not  allow  any  green  unfermented  manure  to  come  in 
contact  with  roots. 

6.  Spread  out  the  roots  in  their  natural  position,  and  work 
fine  loam  in  among  them,  making  it  firm  and  compact. 

7.  Do  not  plant  too  deep.  Let  upper  roots  be  set  an  inch 
lower  than  before. 

8.  Remove  all  broken  branches,  and  cut  back  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  previous  year’s  growth  of  wood. 

9.  If  the  season  lacks  the  f&ual  rainfall,  water  thoroughly 
twice  a week. 

10.  After-culture!  Keep  soil  in  a good  degree  of  fertility. 
Mulching  the  trees  in  Autumn  with  manure  is  beneficial.

ADIANTUM  pedatum  (Maidenhair  Fern).  The  most  graceful 
of  all  our  New  England  Ferns,  attaining  a height  of  from  12  to 
18  in.  when  grown  in  rich,  moist,  shady  locations.  It  requires 
a well-drained  situation.  It  should  be  planted  about  an  inch 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  the  plants  being  placed  8 in. 
apart. 

ASPIDIUM  acrostichoides  (Christmas  Fern).  An  evergreen 
species,  about  a foot  high,  with  deep  green  fronds  simply  divided.

ASPLENIUM  Filix-foemina  (Lady  Fern).  A large,  handsome 
fern,  2 to  3 ft.  high,  with  finely  cut  foliage.  Plant  in  a moist 
place,  in  sun  or  shade,  in  good,  rich  soil.  A good  fern  to  grow 
as  single  specimens,  or  it  can  be  set  1H  to  2 ft.  apart  at  back  of 
fern  bed. 

DICKSONIA  punctilobula  (Hayscented,  or  Gossamer  Fern).

Hardy  Orchids 

The  Orchids  of  New  England  for  the  most  part,  are  shade-loving  plants,  and 
delight  in  a soil  well  drained  and  largely  composed  of  leafmold.

Almost  as  much  depends  on  the  proper  use  of  fertilizers  as  upon  their  composition,  and  it  is  money 
and  labor  poorly  expended  to  apply  them  to  sour,  wet,  half-baked  land  or  to  soil  half  plowed  or  poor- 
ly prepared.  Do  not  expect  fertilizer  to  take  the  place  of  thorough  cultivation.  We  confidently  recom- 
mend the  following  list  as  containing  all  the  desirable  plant  foods,  mixed  and  separate.  Specific  directions 
cannot  be  given  for  their  application  to  fit  all  cases,  but  “feed  the  crop  little  and  often’’  is  not  bad  advice, 
especially  for  the  amateur. 


LAWN  AND  GARDEN  DRESSING
